Introduction 

The subfamily Acaenitinae Forster, 1869 includes 
worldwide 27 genera and 275 species distributed mostly 
in the Oriental region; only, 7 genera and 36 species are 
known from Europe (Yu et. al., 2012; Varga, 2013). The 
present paper provides a summarized data on the Ukrainian 
Acaenitinae-wasps checklist containing 13 species. 

This study is mainly based on specimens collected by 
the author in various locations of the Ukrainian Carpathians
